Terrance Lyles does a great Super- 
man impression. The experienced 
marathoner put in io miles the day 
before completing last fall’s Ur- 
banathlon, an obstacle course that 
saw him scaling a wall and climb- 
ing over taxicabs in Grant Park. 
But one of the challenges almost 
proved to be his kryptonite. 

“Climbing up the stairs at Sol- 
dier Field made my legs burn, and 
that burn was something else,” said 
Lyles, 3 6, of Greater Grand Cross- 
ing. “It took me out for a while, but 
after my legs loosened back up, I 
was able to push through.” 

The Urbanathlon was Lyles’ 
first crack at an extreme obstacle 
course, a type of race that pushes 
your physical limits — and lets you 
do some crazy stuff along the way 
More people, in fact, are finding 
fun and fitness by climbing over 
monster truck tires and jumping 
over fire, among other over-the- 
top obstacles. 

“These types of races are not just 
an event, it’s a lifestyle,” said Bob 
Babbitt, founder of Muddy Buddy, 
a six-mile course complete with a 
giant mud pit. “It’s really struck a 
nerve with people.” 

In the case of Muddy Buddy, 
it’s a hit with 350,000 people in 18 
cities across North America. The 
race, set for next month in the 
northwest suburbs, started in 1999 
as one event with 500 racers. 

Rishi Vij, 29, did his first ob- 
stacle course just to have fun with 
his friends, but now he’s completed 
races on his own, including Muddy 
Buddy and Urbanathlon. “It pushes 
me to my mental and physical lim- 
its,” said the Streeterville resident, 
who’s planning to do more obstacle 
courses this year. “If you’re looking 
for fun and a workout, mission ac- 
complished.”

WARRIOR DASH 

June 18 & 19, Channahon 
(near Joliet). $65 Saturday, 
June 18, $55 Sunday, June 19 

Billed as “the craziest frickin’ 
day of your life, this 
3.28-mile obstacle course 
is filled with costume-clad 
racers channeling their 
inner superhero to become 
the Ultimate Warrior, face 
paint and all. 

» Craziest obstacle: You’d 
better be nimble and you’d 
better be quick, because 
you have to leap over fire as 
part of the “warrior roast.” 
Fire extinguishers will be 
on hand in case of any, urn, 
great balls of fire. 

» The reward: The top 
finishers get engraved steel 
warrior helmets and the 
craziest costume gets a 
prize as well. So basically, it’s 
Flavor Flav’s dream event. 

» Wild card: Baby joggers 
and strollers are prohibited 
on the course, but the rules 
say nothing about baby 
hovercrafts. Yes! 


MEN’S HEALTH 
URBANATHLON 

Oct. 15, downtown 
Chicago. $95 per person, 
$165 fora three-person 
relay 

This 9-mile race uses 
objects found in every- 
day city living, includ- 
ing police barricades, 
city buses and taxis, to 
make up this concrete 
jungle gym. 

» Craziest obstacle: 
The Soldier Field stair 
climb. Flaving to 
ascend and descend 
close to 900 stairs, 
you’ll undoubtedly 
feel like your legs have 
been replaced with 
ramen noodles.

Oh, and did we mention beer? 

» Wild card: If you’ve got an eye on global dominance, the local race is a qualifier 
for the world championships in Florida in December. Show me the Muddy! 



CITY CHASE 

Aug. 27, downtown. 

$190 per two-person team 

In this obstacle course/ 
scavenger hunt, teams will 
scour the city using their 
wits, street smarts, maps, 
smartphones and public 
transportation. 

» Craziest obstacle: Last 
year’s Chicago event had 
participants getting inside a 
huge rubber ball for human 
bowling, and the national 
race included blind parallel 
parking. 

» The reward: An after-party 
with music, food and beer. 

» Wild card: Team members 
must be with 50 feet of each 
other at all times. So don’t 
forget the deodorant.

Who knew happiness could be such a problem? 

Death Cab for Cutie built an impressive catalog of memo- 
rable indie-rock around heartache. On their breakthrough 
“Transatlanticism,” they made the ache sound epic. 

For “Codes and Keys,” though, the ache is gone. 

Unfortunately, Death Cab didn’t replace it. It’s as if when 
the ache left, so did their ambitions and ideas. 

The craftiness of Ben Gibbard’s vocals and the inventive 
guitar work of Chris Walla is noticeably absent. 

Instead of the disappointments of new years and the pain 
of drifting apart, we get Gibbard repeatedly singing, “We 
are alive,” over a nice, safe groove in the title track. Uh oh. 

“Codes and Keys” has some happy moments — the sprightly, string-filled “Stay 
Young, Go Dancing” is memorable as a pretty lovey-dovey change of pace, while the 
playful, piano-driven “Portable Television” gallops off in unexpected directions. 

But those bits only make the rest of the album seem that much more lifeless, 
though. The single “Y)u Are a Tourist” is pleasant, but aimless modern rock, sort of 
like a kinder, gentler take on Modest Mouse’s “Float On.” 

“Codes and Keys” finds Death Cab in a happier place spiritually— there have 
been marriages (including Gibbard’s to actress-singer Zooey Deschanel) and kids 
born. What they need now is an interesting way to describe their new, more pleasant 
surroundings.

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It's a peach

The less-than-lovely stretch of Clybourn be- 
tween Fullerton and Diversey doesn’t exactly 
call for a charming neighborhood Italian 
joint. Since February though, Bivona, named 
for owner Mark Delia’s grandfather’s home- 
town in Sicily has quietly existed in that very 
Lincoln Park spot just down the street from 
newish pizza bar Red Flame. 

What we ordered: Pizza fritta (deep-fried 
dough sprinkled with cheese; $7), house salad 
(including fennel, gorgonzola, toasted pine 
nuts, peaches; $8), large pizza vedura Bivona 
(spinach, green peppers, zucchini, eggplant, 
tomatoes, roasted red peppers, mozzarella; 
$16) and large Pizza di Armando (caramelized 
onions, pancetta, gorgonzola, mozzarella; 
$16). 

The crust: Baked using house-made dough 
in the two-room restaurant’s stone ovens, 
the pizzas come out with a mildly charred 
Neapolitan-style crust that’s thin but pos- 
sesses enough substance and elevation at the 


edges that your stomach actually recognizes 
you’re eating. It’s a little sweet and appeal- 
ingly breakable (our vedura Bivona), though 
if undercooked the lack of texture tiptoes 
into blandness (di Armando). 

The sauce: Neither a focal point nor useless, 
the effectively subtle sauce comes from San 
Marzano tomatoes, a low-acidity variety of 
plum tomato imported from Italy 

The toppings: This is where these pies shone. 
Fresh and generously applied, everything 
from spinach and caramelized onions to 
roasted red peppers and goat cheese (added 
to a large pizza for $1.50) had us eagerly 
anticipating each bite. Note: Peaches appear 
throughout the menu, an ode to the town of 
Bivona’s annual peach festival. 

Reheated in a toaster oven: Solid. Everything 
that makes the pizza more than the sum of 
its parts is maintained. 

FYI: Don’t be surprised if your server offers

the zeppole dessert ($7), fried pizza dough 
topped with cinnamon sugar and meant to be 
dipped into peach caramel, for free. It’s tasty 
but almost cartoonishly similar to the pizza 
fritta. 



Bottom line: Repeat after us: Easy free street 
parking. Cozy fireplace and exposed brick 
walls. Friendly-if-unpolished service. Good 
pizza, great specials (including half-priced 
large pizzas and $2 domestic drafts Thursday 
and a presence on restaurant.com). Go.

Eddie Vedder’s Immediate 
gratification’: a Martin ukulele

Tour heart is hurting. So the last thing you 
need is to listen to sad songs of love lost, played 
on a plaintive little ukulele by none other than 
Eddie Vedder. Has he no mercy? 

Still, you take in every note, every word on 
his new album, “Ukulele Songs,” and then settle 
in to talk with Vedder, admitting you’re a bit of 
a mess. 

“You really heard the record then,” Vedder 
says and then suggests you buy a ukulele and try 
to strum the soreness out of your soul. 

That’s what Vedder did with this, his second 
solo album, which was released Tuesday “Uku- 
lele Songs” is a collection of originals, one Pearl 
Jam song (“Can’t Keep”) and covers of the 1926 
ditty “Tonight You Belong to Me” and the 1931 
standard “Dream a Little Dream of Me.” 

Cat Power and The Swell Season’s Glen Han- 
sard turn up for cameos. But for the most part, 
it is just Vedder and his uke, a collaboration that 
seems to be just what he needed after 20 years 
of fronting the rock powerhouse Pearl Jam. 

“How important that little instrument 
became to me,” he said. “It was beyond a little 
batch of songs or how to express yourself.” 

A few years ago, Vedder was on a surfing trip 
in Hawaii with a friend. His friend went to 
buy fish, and Vedder, two cases of beer. He was 
sitting on them outside some stores when he 
noticed a Kamaka tenor ukulele, displayed in a 
drugstore window 

“I went in and picked it up and it sounded 
great,” Vedder said. ‘And I must have had the 
cash on hand because I walked out with it.” 

He sat back down on the beer, took the uku- 
lele out of the box and started fooling around. 

“Immediately a melody came out,” he said. 

“It must have sounded like something.” 

Must have; passers-by tossed money into the 
open case. First a dollar, then 50 cents. 

“It was immediate gratification that maybe I 
could go places with this thing,” he said. “That’s 
just the nature of that instrument. 

“This little four-string songwriting tool 
started changing the way I brought songs to the 
group.” 

Over time, that little uke would become Vedder’s constant 
companion. On airplanes, where he would carry it on— once 
getting stopped by a flight attendant because it had (pre- 
sumably dangerous) strings. Into the studio, to record his 
soundtrack to the 2007 film “Into the Wild.” 

‘As far as inanimate objects being friends goes,” Vedder 
said, “I think that is right on the list. My Martin ukulele is a 
work of art. It’s going to live long after me.” 

At times on the record, the ukulele seems to speak for Ved- 
der, who sounds vulnerable yet hopeful, like a suitor standing 
on the porch with a fistful of daisies. Other times, the strings 


are trying to cajole him, cheer 
him, like a child dancing around 
him as he plays. 

“If these songs were written 
on a conventional guitar with 
drop-D tuning, it would send you 
off a cliff,” he said. “So I feel like writing sad songs on a happy 
instrument is what keeps it in the realm.” 

The LP version of “Ukelele Songs” will include a songbook 
—Vedder encouraging people to play for themselves. 

“Things like guitars and ukuleles, you should never part 
with it,” he said, “because there will probably be good, healthy 
times spent, just playing and writing.” 

Speaking of writing: Pearl Jam is currently working on its 
10th studio album. 

“We are each happily part of a gang,” Vedder said of the 
band. “Let’s plug in and play loud and fast and hard, and that 
will keep us from getting old and boring.”

A lifeless ‘Tree’ 

How to summarize a plot when there 
isn’t one? In a nutshell, what you’ll see in 
“The Tree of Life” is two 1950s parents 
(Brad Pitt, Jessica Chastain), their three 
young sons and one of 
the boys as an adult 
(Sean Penn) who barely 
speaks. Also: Many 
many shots of plants, 
the sky space and other 
non-human landscapes. And dinosaurs. 

The verdict: The ridiculously inef- 
ficient “The Tree of Life” is 100 percent 
beautiful and 80-90 percent B.S., as 
writer-director Terrence Malick leans on 
nice cinematography to generalize about 
life’s brightest and darkest elements with 
all the precision of a Coldplay song. This 
boring, frustrating movie’s not a rumina- 
tion on kids learning about the world’s 
contradictions and tragedies; it’s a hollow, 
incoherent display of visuals that never 
seems like an actual representation of an 
adult’s memories of youth.

Beginner’s pluck 

“First Class” charts the origin of Marvel 
warriors including Charles Xavier/Professor 
X (James McAvoy), Raven/Mystique (Jen- 
nifer Lawrence) and Erik/Magneto (Michael 
Fassbender), who we 
know becomes a villain 
eventually but at this 
point is a good, revenge- 
seeking badass. Together 
they battle the former 
Nazi (Kevin Bacon) who 
killed Erik’s mother and wants mutants to 
wipe out humanity before they are destroyed 
by mutants. 

The verdict: An excellent balance of fun 
and serious, high-stakes excitement, 

“First Class” gives origin stories a very good 
name. Fassbender ’s performance is absolute 
perfection; he’s commanding at every 
moment, never more so than during a 
bar fight in Argentina that’s loaded with 
so much tightly wound testosterone just 
watching it will put hair on your knuckles.

Jessica Chastain worries she might be the first 
unknown actress everyone will get sick of 
watching. 

The 30 -year-old redhead plays Brad Pitt’s 
wife in Terrence Malick’s “The Tree of Life,” a 
meditation on life set against the background 
of a Midwestern family in the 1950s that 
opened Friday 

That’s not the only film the newcomer has 
on her resume, nor the only A-list actors and 
directors who want to work with her. Later 
this summer Chastain stars in the drama 
“The Help,” based on Kathryn Stockett’s 
best-selling novel; “The Debt,” an espionage 
drama starring Oscar-winner Helen Mirren; 
and the crime drama “The Fields” opposite 
Sam Worthington. 

Two more of her films are scheduled to 
come out this fall— one opposite A 1 Pacino — 
and still others in 2012. 

“I’ve made 11 films, nine are {waiting for 
release},” Chastain said. “I’m a little worried 
that people will get sick of me. But because 
the characters are so different in each film, 
hopefully they won’t.” 

Blame it on Malick, the semi-reclusive but 
revered filmmaker who gave Chastain her big 
break in “Tree of Life.” It was shot three years 
ago but Chastain said her association with the 
film instantly “changed my world” and “opened 
doors for me to work with other directors.” 

It’s not the first break to come her way A 
native of northern California, Chastain at- 
tended the prestigious Juilliard school in New 
York on a scholarship from Juilliard alumnus, 
actor and comedian Robin Williams, whom 
she has yet to meet. 

“I know at some point I’m going to meet 
him and it will be really special,” she said. “Be- 
cause I’m the first person in my family to go 
to college and I feel he made that possible.” 

While in her last year at Juilliard, Chastain’s 
class went to L.A. to showcase their talents 
to the entertainment industry From there, 
Chastain landed aTV deal with Emmy Award- 
winning producer John Wells’ company 

The transition to film occurred when Chas- 
tain was cast in the title role of an L.A. theater 
production of Oscar Wilde’s “Salome,” direct- 
ed by and starring A 1 Pacino, in 2006. 

Pacino’s film version of the play, called 



“Wilde Salome,” is scheduled to premiere at 
the Venice Film Festival in September. 

“I learned how an actor changes a perfor- 
mance from {being in} a theater of 1,400 people 
to a single camera,” Chastain said. A 1 was like 
my acting teacher during that whole process.” 

Things came to a head for Chastain at the 
Cannes film festival last month where “Tree 
of Life” not only walked away with the Palme 
d’Or, but her psychological thriller “Take 
Shelter,” with Michael Shannon, won the 
grand prize in the Critics Week competition. 

Things got even more intense at the festival 
when the Prohibition-era drama “The Wet- 
test Country in the World”— which she shot 
with Shia LaBeouf— found itself in the middle 
of a bidding war between distributors. It was 
picked up by the Weinstein Company for a re- 
lease in 2012. 

“I will never experience anything like that 
again,” said Chastain of her first Cannes ex- 
perience. “I’m still recovering. It was a week 
of living on pure adrenaline, no sleep and a lot 
of excitement.”

The last time the Cubs and Cardinals played, the Hug 
Heard 'Round the World happened when Albert 
Pujols and Cubs GM Jim Hendry embraced 
during batting practice.
